Disposed of the Plans,

While preparations were belng made
for the attack on New Orleans, the
navy department come Into possession
of a complete sel of plans of the de
ferses of that city. Not only were the
positions of the forts lald down, but,
algo, the submarine mines, as well as
the system of torpedoes, and the re.

No
time was lost in sending it to Admiral
Farragut, but no acknpwledgment ever

North., Proceeding to Washington, he

at once called at theynavy department,
where he recelved hearty congratuln
tions upen his brillant successes
While he was In the department a
prominent official referred to the plans
of the defenses of New Orleans, and
asked the admiral If he had ever re
celved them.
